•WHY THE 
SILVER TICKET SHOULD 
BE EL.KCTED. 


When Nevadans discovered that silver 


had been surreptiously demonetized at 
tbe instigation of European bond hold- 
ers and money kings in 1873, tbey de- 
nounced the infamy in conventions, on 
the stump and in the pres». 
Democrats 


accused Republicans of betraying the in- 
terests of the State for the gold of Lon- 
don brokers, and Republicans retaliated 
by pointing to the fact that Thurman of 
Ohio, Kiernan of New York and Casserly 
of California, all Democrats, permitted 
ths bill to pass through the Senate with- 
out protest. 
Tbe Territorial Enterprise, 


edited by R. M. Daggett and C. C. Good- 


win, 
admitted the fact that tbe Demone- 


tization Act was passed when 
both 


Houses of Congress were overwhelmingly 
Republican; that Sherman in the Senate 
and Hooper of Massachusetts in the 
House, probably tire only persons in 
Congress who understood its purport, 
engineered it through Congress; that its 
passage was a great mistake, and pledged 
the Republican 
party 
to rectify it. 


Every convention, whether Republican 
or Democratic, in the Statts west of the 
Ohio pledged its nominees to repeal the 
obnoxious law and restore silver to the 
place which it occupied as a money or 
precious metal. In 1878 an attempt wai 
made to redeem this pledge. Bland of 
Missouri, then as now Chairman of the 
Coinage Committee of the House, intro- 
duced and passed through that body a 
bill for the free coinage of silver and re- 
storing the legal tender power of the ail 
ver dollar. 
The Senate amended tbe 


bill by striking out the free coinage 
clause. 
The House refused to concur; a 


Conference Committee was appointed by 
each House, Blaud being Chairman of 
the House Committee and Allison Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee, and a 
compromise was effected on the Standard 
Dollar 
or 
Bland-Allison 
bill, which 


passed both Housea, only to be vetoed by 
President 
Ilnyes. 
The 
Democratic 


House uud Republican Senate passed the 
bill over the veto, and it became the law 
of t'je land. 
Tnis bill authorized the 


monthly coinage of not less than two 
millions nor more than four millions of 
silver dollars, the Government buying 
tho bullion at the price fixed by London 
brokers. 
Hostile administrations, con- 


trolled by the money powers, coined 
only the minimum amount of standard 
dollars. 
England profited by cheap sil- 


ver, and as the Treasury Department 
paid only the London price for bullion, 
the miner was legally robbed of from 
twenty to forty cents an ounce on the 


vote against tb«m. Tbe Minneapolis and 
Chicago gatherings, which were con- 
trolled by Wall street, believing that as 
heretofore party prejudice instead of 
State prosperity would control the action 
of the voters, nominated Harrison and 
Cleveland. 
A large majority of the peo- 


ple repudiated the nominees, and t«ie re- 
sult is that for the first time since silver 
waa demonetized there is a party io tbe 
field pledged to the full remonetization 
of silver. 
In this State the standard 


bearers of that party are the Presiden- 
tial Elector?, 
Wren, 
Bonniflelti 
and 


Powning, Senator Stewart, who has been 
indorsed for re-election, Francis G. New- 
.ands, the nominee for Representative in 
Congress, Judge Belknap, candidate for 
Supreme Judge, and H. L. Fish and C. 
E. Mack, nominees for Regents of the 
University. 
It is conceded by all but 


the most prejudiced that the Electors 
will be chosen by a large majority, but 
determined and organized effort is being 
made to defeat Stewart and Newlands, 
both of whom have made themselves par- 
ticularly objectionable to Wall street. 
Stewart in the Senate and out of it has 
persistently fought the gold trust, and 
Newlauds as a public spirited, though 
private citizen, has devoted time, money 
and talent to tbe advocacy of the silver 
cause. 
He is known throughout the 


United States and Great Britain as the 
author of able articles on remonetizatioo, 
and his defeat as well as that of Stewart 
wonld cause general rejoicing, not only

She is now tbe wife of an Ital- 
ian named Di Oacaci of Naples. Mts. 
Campbell called at the customs house to- 
day very angry, and said she desired to 
prefer charges against Inspector Traittenr. 
Tbe Utter, she said, ooccoctad tbe charge 
of smuggling against her in ordar that he 
might taka possession of ths paintings 
which belonged to her. 
Hia motive, she 


charged, was revenge, because she did not 
reciprocate his passion for her. 
Deputy 


Collector Phelps took her papers, but did 
not give her much satisfaction.
